, Jan. 9 .—Th e report of 
th e late Colonel W aring, wh o was sent 
to Havana to look into sanitary condi­ 
tions, was made public. 
He described 
th e aw ful filth of th e city and made rec­ 
om mendations wh ich would, if fol­ 
lowed out, cost about $10,O00,000. 
It 
ough t to be done at once, h e said, and 
uttered an aw lul warning, iu wh icn h e 
declared in part: 
“ It needs only th e imm igration of 
fr* sh m aterial, w’h ich th e enterprise of 
an Am» u’ic in population is sure to bring 
in, to create a sacrifice such us h as not 
yet beeu knowu. 
Commerce, says Col. 
W aring, will carry th e terrible scourge 
of yellow fever to our sh ores until we 
rise again in a war of h um anity and at 
ail costs wqie out an enemy with wh ich 
no m iiitary valor can cope.” 
He furth er said in part: 
“ Would it 
not be wise to accept at once th e fact 
th at w’e are confronted w ith a danger 
compared w ith wh ich w ar is iiisigmti- 
cant and nroceed to meet it aud con­ 
quer it wh ile we may ? 
We cannot af- 
tord to wait until we h ave fed it aud 
strength ened it w ith th e lives of our 
people, 
dbo uecos.sary reforms will 
o ill for costlv works even now. 
But 
every m onth 's delay will make th em 
more costly and more imperative. 
We 
can set about th ese reforms now calmly 
and judiciously. 
Later, under th e im­ 
pulse of panic, we sh ould work at far 
greater disadvantage.” 
Th e work, h e said, sh ould be doue 
before June 1, 1899.

“ It needs ouly the im m igration of 
frt sh material, which the enterprise of 
an American population is sure to briug 
in, to create a sacrifice such as has not 
yet beeu known. 
Commerce, says Col. 
W aring, will carry the terrible scourge 
of yellow fever to our shores until we 
rise again in a w ar of hum anity and at 
all costs wipe out an enemy w ith which 
no m ilitary valor can cope.” 
He further said in part: 
“ Would it 
not be wise to accept at once the fact 
that we are confronted w ith a danger 
compared w ith which w ar is insignifi­ 
cant and proceed to meet it and con­ 
quer it while we may ? 
We cannot af- 
tord to w ait until we have fed it aud 
strengthened it w ith the lives of our 
people. 
Tho necessary reforms will 
call for costly works even now. 
But 
every m onth's delay will make them 
more costly and more imperative. 
We 
can set about these reform s now calmly 
and judiciously. 
Later, under the im­ 
pulse of panic, we should work at far 
greater disadvantage.”

“ When do you expect the Shamrock 
w ill ho launched?” 
“ All of us are in hopes that she w ill 
be ufiout by mid-March, in tim e for an 
early trial. ” 
“ Have you decided on your skipper?” 
“ Yes, that important question has 
been thrashed out w ell. 
A ll possible 
coutingencii s have been considered, and 
Mr. Fife has made tho tender to Cap­ 
tain Archie Ilogartb, and he bus ac­ 
cepted.” 
“ What about having two skippers?” 
“ Ob, yes, that matter was also con­ 
sidered, aud Fife says that it is abso­ 
lutely necessary to have two good men 
to take charge of the ship, oho to he the 
helmsman and chief aud the other to 
look after the trim of sails aud all other 
matters which need attention in work­ 
ing tho Shamrock into her best form for 
the races. 
You see, this Am erica’s cup 
racing is a gieat affair nowadays, aud 
he who goes into it m ust he prepared in 
all ways. Lord Duuruven found it nec­ 
essary to have two skippers. 
Of course 
you must know 
that the Americans 
have had two skippers in the last three 
matches for the cup.” 
“ Have you any objection to telling 
the American people the name of the 
second man?” 
“ None at all. 
Captain Ben Parker, 
who is now in obarge of the German 
emperor's yacht the Meteor, is the man. 
Negotiations are in progress looking to 
the loan of Captain Parker for the cup 
raoe. The captain has raced in Am eri­ 
can waters and once sailed the Herre- 
shoff boat, the 20 rater Isolde, very near 
to a sister boat of the Niagara.

The destruction of tho City of Port 
land and otiu r recent marine disasters 
have started the wheels going in the 
brains of more than one inventive crank. 
The department officials in Washington 
havo been during tho past few weeks 
Hooded W’ith all sorts of propositions for 
saving life at sea. 
These have been 
turned over to General Dumont, chief 
steamboat inspector. 
He lias a separate 
file devoted to papers from persons who 
want the government to pay fancy prices 
for the privilege of owning useless and 
silly patents. 
The other day a m an WToto to the de­ 
partm ent at great length, telling of a 
new nonsinkable, self haling lifeboat, 
equipped w ith comforts aud conveni­ 
ences enough to keep a party alive at 
sea for an indefinite period, 
irfo con­ 
fident was he in the virtues of his boat 
that he made the generous offer of let­ 
ting a congressional committee test it. 
He proposed to drop them overboard 
some place on the ocean and let them 
drift around until picked up by a pass­ 
ing steamer. 
Ho protested that they 
would live as elegantly aud as happily 
in his boat as in the hest appointed ho­ 
tel, even if they were not found for a 
m onth or more. 
It is needless to say 
th a t no congressmen volunteered 
to 
make a practical test of this craft. 
Another man proposed that all steam 
ships hereafter be compelled to include 
in their equipment a battery of gnus, 
w ith a magazine room full of shells 
containing oil. 
When overwhelmed by 
a storm and a rough sea, his plan was 
to fire the shells overboard so that they 
woald explode about 500 yards distant 
scatter oil about the water and thus 
calm the sea. 
Still another uncrowned 
Edison has drawn plans for a wonder­ 
ful looking structure w hich he oalls a 
life preserving tank w ith parachute at­ 
tachment. His invention is portrayed in 
sky bine ink and shows his model un­ 
disturbed in a sea running mountains 
high and standing large steamships on 
end. 
A special network of wire is pro­ 
vided to protect the legs and feet of the 
passengers. 
The most wonderful part 
of his device was a parachute which 
trails aloug in the water behind the 
tank.

I signed to effect tho physical, social, in­ 
tellectual and spiritual uplifting of en­ 
listed nu ti in tile United States navy. 
The plan also contemplates tile erection 
cf similar buildings, though perhaps 
not quite so large, iu Boston, Newport, 
Norfolk, San Francisco aud perhaps 
Manila and Havana. 
It still further 
contemplates similar social work for 
enlisted men in tho United ^tatesarmy, 
the whole being a comprehensive move­ 
ment in the direction of Christian work 
in both army and navy similar to that 
done in the British aud French armies. 
Those who are behind the project aro 
members of the international committee 
of the Young Men’s Christian associa­ 
tion, working through its recently form­ 
ed army and navy department, at the 
head of which subcommittee is Commo­ 
dore J. W. Philip. 
The Brooklyn build­ 
ing 
is to be known as the “ naval 
branch” and is selected because the 
New York navy yard is the highway 
between the entire United States navy 
aud civil life. 
The building proposed for Brooklyn 
and tho special ones talked of for Bos­ 
ton, Newport, Norfolk and trail Fran­ 
cisco are to be exclusively for enlisted 
men in the navy. 
The army work is to 
take a little different foim. The Brook­ 
lyn building will look not unlike a ho­ 
tel and will be for tho most part mod­ 
eled after buildings devoted ton similar 
purpose, under charge of tho famous 
Miss Weston, aud located at Portsmouth 
and Devonport, in England. 
The chief 
features of its interior will ho two. One 
of these will be the cabins. 
These aro 
the rooms, hut they will not bo rooms 
exactly. 
They will more nearly resem­ 
ble staterooms on ships, but will be 
separated with wire screens, so that 
each lodger will bo by himself. 
They 
will bo kept scrupulously clean, and 
the charge for them per night will bo 
ll) to 20 cents. 
On this ba.-is it is ex­ 
pected to make tho branch self support­ 
ing when the building is provided for 
The other feature will be tho bar— yes, 
bar. It will be iii a prominent room on 
the first floor aud open to everybody— 
enlisted men aud the public, 
it will 
look like a bar, aud people will treat it 
usa bar. But it will have for sale noth­ 
ing intoxicating. 
This naval branch w ill have a library 
and reading room aud small rooms for 
Bible clafcses, aud also for educational 
classes 
There are 12,000 men in the 
American navy, aud with the comple­ 
tion of the new warships there w ill be 
perhaps half as many more. This Brook­ 
lyn building aud also the Boston, San 
Francisco and other buildings are to be 
Young Men’s Christian associations for 
sailors. 
But they w ill treat sailors as 
ineu, as all associations are coming to 
do more aud more as the true spirit of 
religious effort comes to bo better un- 
derstoood, not making the religious 
part too conspicuous, and yet never per­ 
mitting it to be forgotten that the in­ 
stitution is a Christian one.

“ Arn you at liberty to speak of the 
Shamrock in a general way?” 
“ I am not, urn! being sharp in the 
hunt for tile America’s cup it is pru­ 
dent that nothing be said about lier, at 
least at this tim e.” 
“ When do you expect the Shamrock 
will bo launched?” 
“ All of us are in hopes that she will 
be afloat by mid-March, in time for an 
early trial. ” 
“ Have you decided on your skipper?” 
“ Yes, that important question has 
been thrashed out well. 
All possible 
contingeucit h have been considered, and 
Mr. Fife has made tho tender to Cap­ 
tain Archie Ilogartb, and he has ac­ 
cepted.” 
“ W hat about having two skippers?” 
“ Ob, yes, that matter was also con­ 
sidered, and Fife says that it is abso­ 
lutely necessary to have two good men 
to take charge of the ship, one to be the 
helmsman and chief aud tho other to 
look after the trim of sails aud all other 
matters which need attention in work­ 
ing tho Shamrock into her best form for 
the races.

Negotiations are in progress looking to 
the loan of Captain Parker for the cup 
raoe. The captain has raced in Ameri­ 
can waters and once sailed the Herre- 
shoff boat, the 20 rater Isolde, very near 
to u sister boat of the Niagara. 
Both 
Hogarth and Parker are comparatively 
young men. ” 
“ Will the Shamrock do any racing 
on thin side before leaving for Now 
York?” 
“ Y ch, it is my expectation and great 
desire that tho Shamrock will be fiu- 
ished and ready to take part in the 
Thames matches which are to take place 
iii early April.

Tim department officials in Washington 
have been during tho past few weeks 
Hooded with all sorts of proposition* for 
saving life at sea. 
These have been 
turned over to General Dumont, chief 
steamboat inspector. 
He has a separate 
file devoted to papers from persons who 
want the government to pay fancy prices 
for the privilege of owning useless and 
silly patents. 
Tho other day a man wrote to the de­ 
partment at great length, telling of a 
new nonsinkable, self baling lifeboat,

Plans ore unfit r way for tho erection 
in Brooklyn, on a t-ito near tho New 
York navy yard, of a building to cost 
ut hast $100,000 aud to contain tho 
very latest and hest ideas obtained from 
experience in England and America de- 
feigned to effect tile physical, social, in­ 
tellectual and spiritual uplifting of en­ 
listed im n in tho United states navy. 
The plan also contemplates tho erection 
of similar buildings, though perhaps 
not quite so large, in Boston, Newport, 
Norfolk, San Francisco and perhaps 
Manila and Havana. 
It still further 
contemplates similar social work for 
en listed men in tho United States army, 
tho whole being a comprehensive move­ 
ment in the direction of Christian work 
in both army and navy similar to that 
done iii the British and French armies. 
Those who are behind tho project are 
members of the international committee 
of the Young Men’s Christian associa­ 
tion, working through its recently form 
cd army and navy department, at the 
head of which subcommittee is Commo­ 
dore J. \V. Philip. 
The Brooklyn build­ 
ing is to bo known tis the “ naval 
branch” and is selected because the 
New York navy yard is the highway , 
between tho entire United States navy 
and civil life. 
Tho building proposed for Brooklyn 
and the special ones talked of for Bos­ 
ton, Newport, Norfolk and San Fran­ 
cisco tiro to be exclusively for enlisted 
men in tho navy. 
The army work is to 
take a little different foim. The Brook­ 
lyn building will look not unliko ti ho­ 
tel and will bo for the most part mod­ 
eled after buildings devoted toil similar 
purpose, under charge of tho famous 
Miss Weston, and located at Portsmouth 
and Devonport, in England. 
The chief 
featnresof its interior will bo two. One 
of these will bo the cabins. 
These tiro 
tho rooms, but they will not bu rooms 
exactly. 
They will more nearly resem­ 
ble staterooms on ships, but will be 
separated with wire screens, so that 
each lodger will bo by himself. 
They 
will bo kept scrupulously clean, and 
the charge for them per night will bo 
IO to 20 cents. 
O n tilis basis it is ex­ 
pected to malty tho branch self support­ 
ing when the budding is provided for 
Tho other fiaturo will be the bar—yes, 
bar. It will be in a prominent room on 
tho first floor and open to everybody— 
enlisted men and the public. 
It will 
look like a bar, and people will treat it 
usa bar. But it will have for sale noth­ 
ing intoxicating. 
This nuval branch will have a library i 
aud reading room aud small rooms for 
Bible classes, aud also for educational 
classes 
There are 12,000 men in the 1 
American uavy, aud with tho comple­ 
tion of the new warships there will be 
perhaps half as many more. This Brook­ 
lyn building aud also the Boston, Sau 
Francisco and other buildings are to be 
Young Men’s Christian associations for 
sailors. 
But they will treat sailors as 
nieu, as all associations are coming to 
do more aud more as the true spirit of 
religious effort comes to be better un- 
derstoood, not making the religious 
part too conspicuous, and yet never per­ 
mitting it to be forgotten that the in­ 
stitution is a Christian one. 
One of the results of the war with 
Spain is a movement to inaugurate sys­ 
tematic Christian effort for all enlisted 
men. The Young Men’s Christian asso­ 
ciation sent Secretary William B. Mil­ 
lar to England, Scotland aud France 
immediately after the protocol was 
signed and tho work in New’ York slack­ 
ened.

While 
the patient could smell and realize when 
there was pressure upon it, he had not 
the slightest feeling in it. 
The disease is a nervous afiliction, 
and in cases so strangely developed as 
that of Johnson is incurable. The treat 
inent is by electricity. As they had not 
the appliances in the ofiice and as the 
case was incurable, the doctor dismissed 
his patient, directing him to some thor­ 
oughly equipped hospital.

EARTH’ S NEW MOTION. 


F r e n c h Sclcnt lM t E x p la in « O b serv ed 
V a r ia t io n « In L a t lt n d e « . 
From observations extending over » 
period of seven years M. Albrecht has 
demonstrated that the earth has a new 
movement in addition to the recognized 
11. 
The twelfth movement is that of 
the terrestrial pole to the extent of 15 
to 17 minutes per annum, giving rise to 
a slight variation of latitudes, which 
has been observed in all countries. 
M. Albrecht attriliutes tiiis displace- 
incut more especially to the variation 
of the equilibrium produced 
by the 
mnveuieut of the ocean’s atmosphere. 
The newly discovered movement is sup­ 
posed to have been a potent agent in 
afl’ectiiig the relative distribution of 
land and water in the equatorial zone, 
which theory is corroborated by the ac­ 
tual state thereof. M. Albrecht says: 
’’One of the results of the change in 
the position of the polar axis and the 
variations of the intensities of centrifu­ 
gal force on the equatorial zone would 
be that for points diametrically opposed 
the decrease in centrifugal force at one 
point would necessarily imply an in­ 
crease at the opposite point, so that if 
a subsidence took place in one elevation 
it should be the result in the other, so 
that wherever the equator traverses laud 
representing elevation 
it should be 
found traversing the ocean or low laud 
at the opposite end of the diameter cor­ 
responding to this elevated laud sur­ 
face.” —Paris Cablegram Chicago Inter 
Ooeuu.

EARTH’S NEW MOTION 


French Scientist E xplains Observed 
Variation* In Latitude*. 
From observations extending over a 
period of seven years M. Albrecht has 
demonstrated that the earth bas a new 
movement in addition to the recognized 
ll. 
The twelfth movement is that of 
the terrestrial pole to the extent of 15 
to 17 minutes per annum, giving rise to 
a slight variation of latitudes, which 
has been observed in all countries. 
M. Albrecht attributes this displace­ 
ment more especially to the variation 
of the equilibrium produced by the 
movement of the ocean’s atmosphere. 
The newly discovered movement is sup­ 
posed to have been a potent agent in 
affecting the relative distribution of 
laud aud water in the equatorial zone, 
which theory is corroborated by the ac­ 
tual state thereof. M. Albrecht says: 
44One of the results of the change in 
the position of the polar axis and the 
variations of the intensities of centrifu­ 
gal force on the equatorial zone would 
be that for points diametrically opposed 
the decrease in centrifagal force at one

Cid Sleuth didn’t come into being 
until Air. Halsey was an experienced 
writer. 
His predecessor wrote tales of 
adventure, 
war aud piracy for tile 
weekly papers 40 years ago. 
Ho also 
wrote poems which were published in 
the daily papers. 
When a boy of 1(5, 
Halsey wrote a novel, of which in later 
years ho could only remember that it 
was about 300 pages long and abounded 
iii long and heroic speeches, and that 
he published it himself. 
Although ho 
early made a living by his pen, it was 
not until ho appeared as Old Sleuth 
in tho story of “ Old Sleuth; or, The 
Alysterv of Bay Ridge,” that ho laid 
the foundations of his fume and fortune. 
Tho book achieved a reputation, and 
George Munro asked the author how 
soon he could turn out another like it. 
“ In three or four days,” said the 
writer. 
‘‘Can you keep on writing ’em at that 
rate?” tho publisher asked. 
Call it once a week,” tho other sug­ 
gested. 
An agreement was made, and soon 
the shop windows were full of the Old 
Sleuth d etective series. 
The 
high 
minded, heroic and uniformly success­ 
ful detective became tho hero of half 
tho schoolboys who could raise a dime 
to buy a copy of the series or borrow 
the book .from a more fortunate mate. 
Some of the early editions appeared with 
.guy colored covers, commonly repre­ 
senting the hero in tho act of thrusting 
a revolver iii the dismayed countenances 
of a gang of ferocious robbers or rescu­ 
ing beauteous innocence from a cave of 
robbers, who obligingly lighted up the 
j 
scene by flashes from their revolvers. 
In all these novels virtue was invariably 
and gloriously triumphant and vice 
landed in a ready grave, o r at least in 
state prison, which desirable culmina 
lion did not save the stories from the 
reprehension of stem parents aud for 
bidding schoolteachers. 
Prejudice of 
this sort, however, rather served to en­ 
hance the popularity of the stories. 
In time the Old {Sleuth series came 
to an end, but the author kept to his 
nom de plnme and turned out other 
stories. 
One of these crystallized into 
the “ Secret Service Series.” Like their 
predecessors, these were brimful of ad­ 
venture, aud the crack of pistol shots 
might have been used to punctuate the 
sentences. 
In behalf of his tales the 
author was wont to remark that they 
were true enough to life, only the events 
were rather thickened. 
A frieud once 
asked him where bu got all his plots. 
“ Straight from real life via the news­ 
papers, ” said he. “ I ’m a constant read 
er of the papers, aud I remember all the 
curious incidents that I read. 
Then 
when I come to write the curious inci­ 
dents go into tho story as they occur to 
me. ” 
(Jug day was his record for tho w rit­ 
ing of a complete tale, and he would 
often say that tho strain was such as no 
man of wisdom should repeat. 
It was 
I his opinion that a man couldn’t do 
himself justice, for a story of say 150,- j 
OOO to 200,000 words, iii less than a 
week. 
His writing was done at a mar- j 
velous rate of speed and with no less 
marvelous results as to chirography j 
Nobody but an expert who was accus ‘ 
tomed to tho Old Sleuth stylo could 
get even a clew to the meaning of his 
words, and he was often puzzled him ­ 
self when some word was referred to 
birn for solution. His habit was to push j 
the sheet of paper on which he was 
writing off the table as soon as it was 
finished and let it fall where it would. 
The gathering up of these scattered 
leaves of thought was the duty of some 
member of the family. 
His wife tells 
of an instance where the heroine of one 
tale was plunged into a deadly compli­ 
cation of intrigue and left to perish 
there by the loss of a sheet, finally to 
be rescued from under a neighboring 
bookcase, where she bad fluttered just 
at the crisis of the adventure.

his detective stories the author wrote 
of stage matters in an equally.dashing 
vein, and “ George Christy; or, The 
Fortunes of a Minstrel” was a famous 
book in its time.

side of the living and lashed them till 
our arms ached. At length they moved, 
aud by pushing and pulling we got tho 
sledge turned.

All this in pitch darkness in a raw, 
cold wind and in momentary expecta­ 
tion of one or all of tho horses dropping 
dead.

W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 9.—The report of 
the late Colonel W aring, who was sent 
to Havana to look into sanitary condi­ 
tions, was made public. 
He described

ommendations which would, if fol­ 
lowed out, cost about $10,DOO,OOO. 
It 
ought to be done at once, he said, and 
uttered ail aw lui w arning, in which he 
declared iii part: 
“ It needs only the im m igration of 
frt sh material, which the enterprise of 
an Am ene rn population is sure to bring 
in, to create a sacrifice such as has not 
yet been ktiowu. 
Commerce, says Col. 
W aring, will carry the terrible scourge 
of yellow fever to our shores uutil we 
rise again in a war of hum anity and at 
all cobts wipe out an enemy w ith which 
no m ilitary valor can cope.” 
He further said in part: 
“ Would it 
not be wise to accept at once the fact 
that we are confronted with a danger 
compared w ith which war is insignifi­ 
cant and proceed to meet it aud con­ 
quer it white we m ay? 
We cannot af- 
lord to w ait until we have fed it aud 
strengthened it w ith the lives of our 
people. 
I he necessary reforms will 
call for costly works even now. 
But 
every m onth's delay will make them 
more costly and more imperative. 
We 
eau set about these reforms now calmly 
aud judiciously. 
Later, under the im ­ 
pulse of panic, we should work at far 
greater disadvantage.” 
The work, he said, should be done 
before June I, 1899.

Tho destruction of tho City of Port 
land and other recent m arine di.-asters 
have started the wheels going in the 
brains of more than one inventive crank. 
The departm ent officials in W ashington 
have been during tho past few weeks 
flooded w ith all sorts of propositions for 
saving life at sea. 
These have been 
turned over to General Dumont, chief 
steam boat inspector, 
lie has a separate 
file devoted to papers from persons who 
w ant the government to pay fancy prices 
for the privilege of owning useless and 
silly patents. 
The other day a m an wrote to the de­ 
partm ent at great length, telling of a 
new nonsinkable, self baling lifeboat, 
equipped w ith comforts and conveni­ 
ences enough to keep u party alive at 
sea for an indefinite period. 
*5o con­ 
fident was he iii the virtues of his boat 
that he made the generous offer of Jet 
ting a congressional committee test it. 
He proposed to drop them overboard 
some place on the ocean and let them 
drift around until picked up by a pass­ 
ing steamer. 
He protested that they 
would live as elegantly aud as happily 
in ins boat as in the best appointed ho ­ 
tel, even if they were not found for a 
m onth or more. 
It is needless to suy 
th at no congressmen volunteered 
to 
make a practical test of this craft. 
Another man proposed th at all steam 
ships hereafter be compelled to include 
in their equipm ent a battery of guns, 
w ith a magazine room full of shells 
containing oil. 
W hen overwhelmed by 
a storm aud a rough sea, his plan was 
to fire the shells overboard so th at they 
would explode about 500 yards distant 
scatter oil about the w ater and thus 
calm the sea. 
Still another uncrowned 
Edison bas drawn plans for a w onder­ 
ful looking structure w hich he calls a 
life preserving tank w ith parachute a t­ 
tachment. His invention is portrayed iii 
sky blue ink aud shows his model u n ­ 
disturbed in a sea running m ountains 
high and standing large steam ships on 
end. 
A special netw ork of wire is pro­ 
vided to protect the legs aud feet of the 
passengers. 
The most wonderful part 
of his device was a parachute which 
trails along iii the w ater behind the 
tank. 
The theory was that the wind 
would inflate the parachute aud drag 
the tank along to shore.— Special St.

Plans are under way for tho erection 
in Brooklyn, on a site near the New 
York navy yard, of a building to cost 
ut bust $100,000 aud to contain the 
very latest and best ideas obtained from 
experience in England and America de­ 
signed to effect the physical, social, in ­ 
tellectual and spiritual uplifting of en­ 
listed men in the United States navy. 
The plan also contemplates the erection 
of sim ilar buildings, though perhaps 
not quite so large, in Boston, Newport, 
Norfolk, San Francisco and 
perhaps 
M anila and Havana. 
It still further 
contemplates sim ilar social work for 
enlisted men in the United Statesarm y, 
the whole being a comprehensive move­ 
ment in tho direction of Christian work 
in both army and navy sim ilar to that 
done in the British and French armies. 
Those who are behind the project are 
mem hers of the international committee 
of the Y’oung M en’s Christian associa­ 
tion, working through its recently fu n n ­ 
ed arm y and navy department, at the 
bead of which subcommittee is Commo­ 
dore J. W. Philip. 
Tho Brooklyn build­ 
ing 
is to be known as the "naval 
branch” and ie selected because the 
New York navy yard is the highway 
between the entire United States navy 
and civil life. 
Tho building proposed for Brooklyn 
and the special ones talked of for Bos­ 
ton, Newport, Norfolk and San F ran ­ 
cisco are to be exclusively for enlisted 
men in the navy. 
Tho urmy work is to 
take a little different form* The Brook­ 
lyn building will look not unliko it ho­ 
tel and will be for tho m ost part mod­ 
eled after buildings devoted to a similar 
purpose, under charge of tho famous 
Miss Weston, aud located at Portsmouth 
and Devonport, in England. 
Tho chief 
featnresof its interior will bo two. One 
of tin mi will be the cat ins. 
These are 
the rooms, hut they will not bo rooms 
exactly. 
They will more nearly resem­ 
ble staterooms on ships, but will be 
separated w ith wire screens, so that 
each lodger will bo by himself. 
They 
will be kept scrupulously clean, and 
the charge for them per night will be 
IO to 20 cents. 
On this basis it is ex­ 
pected to make tho branch self support­ 
ing when tile building is provided for 
The other feature will be the bar—yes, 
bar. It will he in a prominent room on 
the first floor aud open to everybody— 
enlisttd n un and the public. 
It will 
look like a bar, aud people will treat it 
usa bar. But it will have for sale n o th ­ 
ing intoxicating. 
This uuval branch will have a library 
aud reading room aud final J rooms for 
Bible classes, aud also for educational 
classes 
There are 12,000 men in the 
American navy, aud with the comple­ 
tion of the new warships there will be 
perhaps half as many more. This Brook­ 
lyn building aud also the Boston, San 
Francisco and other buildings are to be 
Young Men’s Christian associations for 
sailors. 
But they will treat sailors as 
men, as a1) associations are coming to 
do more aud more as the true spirit of 
religious effort conies to be better uu- 
derstoood, not making the religious 
part too conspicuous, and yet nover per­ 
mitting it to be forgotten that the in ­ 
stitution is a Christian one. 
One of the results of the war with 
bpaiu is a movement to inaugurate sys 
ternate Christian effort for all enlisted 
men.

On * of the mo^it fiendish and pecnliar 
crimes ever reported to the police was 
committed in the city Saturday after­ 
noon.

y e a r old son of a prominent resident of 
th** city. who had been taking a drawing 
lesson, was returning home along Fifth 
street he was accosted by a strange man 
who said : “ Sonny you have got gum 
boots on and are just the boy I want to 
deliver a note for me up at Huston's.” 
The boy replied that he didn’t kuow 
where Huston’s residence was, bat the 


man offered him 25 cents aud said he 
woald show him the house, as he was 
going up there. 
The boy askoi him 
whv he didn’t deliver the note himself, 
and the man answered that there was a 
ditch to cross and he didn’t want to get 
his feat wet. 
The man then started with the boy 
aud walked ap Kossuth street to Col­ 
lege, thence along College street to 
Robinson 
street, then 
went up to 
Thompson avenue and then cut across 
th*- fields until they reached the reser­ 
voir. They went along the fence until 
they had reached the corner, and then 
went along the Southside of the fence 
until they had almost reached the other 
end and the boy said : “ I wonder if the 
water works gate is open.” 
The man 
then choked him until he was uncon­ 
scious and left him lying in the snow, 
and again made his w ay to the city. 
The boy when he regained conscious. 
ness made his way home and told the 
story to his parents who at first thought 
it was a boy’s story,but tne ice and snow 
was frozen hard on his coat indicating 
that he was in the snow for some time, 
while on his throat were the imprint of 
a thumb and four fingers. 
The father of the boy yesterday after­ 
noon started out to see if he could fol­ 
low the tracks of the boy and man, and 
with a friend went, to Thompson hill 
where they had no trouble in finding 
the tracks in the fi^ld.

Pointing to his nose, he said there was 
something the matter with it, bnt he 
bad not the slightest idea what it was. 
lie said he could smell perfectly. 
In­ 
deed his sense of smell, he declared, 
was abnormally good. Still he suspected 
something was wrong, because when he 
accidentally scratched it with a pin it 
was very hard and had no feeling. 
The physician made an examination 
aud found that his patient was suffer 
ing with hypertrophy of the nose, with 
analgesia. Ile was very much surprised, 
for it was the first well developed, 
chronic case he had ever seen, aud he 
became deeply interested. 
While the 
patient sat in the chair Dr. Hughes got 
up and took down his medical books 
and compared the case to bo sure of all 
its symptoms. 
The moro he examined

All of the signs were present. 
The nose whh dark, almost purple, and 
was extremely hard, like stone. 
While 
the patient could smell and realize when 
there was pressure upon it, be had not 
the slightest feeling in it.

From observations extending over a 
period of seven years M. Albrecht bas 
demonstrated that the earth has a new 
movement in addition to the recognized 
IL 
The twelfth movement is that of 
the terrestrial pole to the extent of 15 
to 17 minutes per annum, giving rise to 
a slight variation of latitudes, which 
has been observed in all countries. 
M. Albrecht attributes this displace­ 
ment more especially to tho variation 
of the equilibrium produced 
by the 
movement of the ocean’s atmosphere. 
Tho newly discovered movement is sup­ 
posed to have been a potent agent in 
affecting tho relative distribution of 
laud and water in tho equatorial zone, 
which theory is corroborated by the ac­ 
tual state thereof. M. Albrecht says: 
“ One of the results of the change in 
the position of the polar axis and the 
variations of the intensities of centrifu­ 
gal force on the equatorial zone would 
be that for points diametrically opposed 
the decrease in centrifugal force at one 
point would necessarily imply an in­ 
crease at the opposite point, so that if 
a subsidence took place in one elevation 
it should be the result in the other, so 
that wherever the equator traverses laud 
representing elevation 
it should be 
found traversing the ocean or low laud 
at the opposite end of the diameter cor I 
responding to this elevated land sur- | 
face.’’—Paris Cablegram Chicago Inter 
Ooeun.

The widespread fame of the late H ar­ 
lan P . Halsey of Brooklyn, the 
Old 
Sleuth of the fam ous dime novel de­ 
tective series, was the fruit of u n tiring 
industry 
It is doubtful if any A m en 
can w riter bas been more prolific than 
th at author. 
E. P. Roe, one of the few 
whoso earnings from his literary work 
were 
greater 
th an 
those 
of 
Old 
Sleuth, wielded a far Jess ready and 
tireless pen, for tho estimated num ber 
of tho detective story w riter’s novels 
is between 600 and 6o0. 
It is said that 
he earned nearly .f 500,OOO in this way, 
and that George M nnro, the publisher, 
paid him a salary of $20,000 a year. 
O ld Sleuth d id n ’t come into being 
until Mr. Halsey w as an experienced 
writer. 
His predecessor wrote tales of 
adventure, 
war 
aud 
piracy for 
the 
weekly papers 40 years ago. 
He also 
wrote poems w hich were published in 
the daily papers. 
W hen a boy of 16, 
Halsey wrote a novel, of which in later 
years he could only remember th a t it 
was about 200 pages long aud abounded 
in long and heroic speeches, and that 
ho published it him self. 
Although he 
early made a living by his pen, it was 
not until ho appeared as Old Sleuth 
in tho story of “ Old iSleuth; or, The 
M ystery of Bay R id g e ,” that he laid 
the foundations of h is fame and fortune. 
Hie book achieved a reputation, and 
George Mnnro asked tho author how 
soon he could turn out another like it. 
‘‘In three or four days,” said the 
writer. 
“ Can you keep on w ritin g ’em at that 
rate?” tho publisher asked. 
Gall it once a week, ’’ tho other sug­ 
gested. 
Au agreement w as made, and soon 
the shop windows w ere full of the Old 
S leuth detective series. 
The 
high 
minded, heroic urn! uniform ly success­ 
ful detective became the hero of half 
tho schoolboys who could raise a dime 
to buy a copy of the series or borrow 
the book .from a m ore fortunate mate. 
Some of the early editions appeared w ith 
gay colored covers, commonly repie- 
Benting the hero in the act of thrusting 
a revolver in the dism ayed countenances 
of a gang of ferocious robbers or rescu­ 
ing beauteous innocence from a cave of 
robbers, w ho obligingly lighted up the 
scene by flashes from their revolvers. 
In all these novels virtue was invariably 
and gloriously triu m p h an t aud 
vice 
lauded in a ready grave, -or at least in 
state prison, which desirable culm ina 
tion did not save the stories from the 
reprehension of stern parents and fur 
bidding schoolteachers. 
Prejudice of 
this sort, however, ra th e r served to en ­ 
hance th e popularity of the stories. 
In tim e the Old Sleuth series came 
to an end, but the au th o r kept to his 
nom de plume aud turned out other 
storiea 
One of these crystallized into 
the “ Secret Service S eries.” Like their 
predecessors, these w ere brimful of a d ­ 
venture, aud the crack of pistol shots 
m ight have been used to punctuate the 
sentences. 
In behalf of his tales the 
author w as wont to rem ark that they 
were tru e enough to life, only the events 
were ra th e r thickened. 
A friend once 
asked him where he got all his plots. 
“ Straight from real life via the new s­ 
papers, ” said he. “ I ’m a constant read 
er of the papers, and I remember all the 
curious incidents th a t I read. 
Then 
when I come to w rite th e curious Inci­ 
dents go into tho story as they occur to 
me. ” 
One day was his record for tho w r it­ 
ing of u complete talo, and he would 
often say th a t the strait) was such as no 
man of wisdom should repeat. 
It was 
his opinion that a m an couldn’t do 
himself justice, for a story of say 150,- 
0U0 to 200,000 words, in less than a 
week. 
H is w riting was done at a m a r­ 
velous ra te of speed and with no less 
marvelous rem its us to chirography 
Nobody but un expert w ho was accus- j 
tomed to tile Old S le u th style could 
get even u clew to the m eaniug of his 
words, and he was often puzzled h im ­ 
self when some word w as reb rred to 
him for solution. His h a b it was to push 
the sheet of paper on w inch he was 
w riting off the table as soon as it was 
finished and let it fall w here it would 
The gathering up of these scattered 
leaves of thought was the duty of some 
member of the family 
H is wife tells 
of an instance where the heroine of one 
tale was plunged into a deadly com pli­ 
cation of intrigue and left to perish 
there by the loss of a sheet, finally to 
be rescued from under a neighboring 
bookcase, w here she had fluttered just 
at the crisis of the adventure. 
Besides 
his detective stories the author wrote 
of stage m atters in un equally^ dashing 
vein, aud “ George C h risty ; or, The 
Fortunes of a M instrel” was a famous 
book in its time. 
He also w rote several 
serious historical works, 
iii later years 
Old Sleuth became a publisher. 
Mr. Halsey rn Brooklyn was well 


known as a financier of anility 
He was 
one of the principal organizers of the 
H am ilton Trust company aud the Kings 
County Trust company. 
When 
Beth 
Low appointed him to the board of cd 
ucatiou in 1885, there was much am use­ 
m ent 
and 
some comment th at Old 
Sleuth, agaiust w hom so m any school­ 
masters were fulm inating, should be­ 
come identified so prom inently w ith ed­ 
ucational m atters; 
but he served for 
ten years aud proved himself a valuable 
member of the board and an upbuilder 
of the nig h t schools and draw ing class­ 
es.— New York Sun.

those times he encountered the Count 
do Leu rain in a pitched battlo, and, so 
runs the story, in tho first onset Colin 
Maiilard lost both his eyes. Ile ordered 
his esquire to take him into the thickest 
of the fight, and, furiously brandishing 
bis mallet, did such fearful execution 
that victory soon declared itself for iii nj. 
When Robert of France heard of these 
feats at arms, he lavished favor 
mid 
honors upon Colin, aud so great was 
tho fame of the exploit th a t it was com­ 
memorated in Hie pantomimic repre­ 
sentations th at formed part of tile rude 
dram atic performances of the age.

degrees the children learned to act it 
for theiiiselv(s, and it took tho form of 
a familiar sport.
